To Ix-gin with, the |x»itiou of i.'ur judiciary is an anomaly for 
a civilized state. 

In no country of the world, from England and (iennany down to 
Russia, dix's the judiciary liave the power it has in this country—that 
is. the |x>wer to nullify laws at will by declaring lliciu unconstitutional 
—or hv construing their meaning in such a way that they mean the con¬ 
trary of what they were intended. 

I have even a suspicion that the habit of .American judges to de¬ 
cide whether a law is coivtituiional or not—is not constitutional and 
is an arrogation of our "liar." 

There is nothing in the constitution of the United States which 
gives the .Supreme Court this right. 

It surely was not taken from Englanil. because there the Parlia¬ 
ment is su|)rcme, and any law the Parliament passes is law. And the 
conns have no right to declare any law of the Parliament unconsti- 
tntioual.

All this has a fearful tendency to breed anardiy. Men are not 
only losing their resjiecl for the judge* and the cotuts, but for all taws 
as well. If this is to continue Anarchism wilt bca^pnic so rampant in 
this country as it never was in any country befora; Instead of one 
Czolgosz there will be miUioHS of them at the sagiie time. And not 
only capitalism, but even .Socialism might prove poiarerlcss to slop the 
terrible upheaval that would follow. _

The 
judges of Ihe Supreme Courts of the various slates have now for many 
years been selected by the railroad* and the corporations with tlie 
same end in view. 

A justice of the Supreme Court of a tale is very much in the sanw 
position as a fctleral judge. He is removed from the people. His 
tenn of office is usuallv ten years, in some cases even fourteen or fif¬ 
teen. .And almost invariably only former corporation lawyers have a 
chaiiee to get the nomination from either jiarty. 

Hut a man who has devoted his life to the manijnilalion of oor- 
ppralions is just as unfit to sit on the bench as a man who made the de¬ 
fense of criminals his life's business- Unconsciously to himself, the 
conscience of a corporation lawvcr becomes dead, and his point of 
view that of Ihe fleecer. Some’of these judges, therefore, could not 
be honest if thev tried.

jNo wonder, then, that a workingman has almost no show in the 
Supreme Court, even if his case evci' reaches that stage. The small evil¬ 
doer. wlHi is bribed bv a ton of coal, and the poor devil who steals 
a pair of shoes, is made to feel the heavy hand of the law. On the 
otlicr hand, the Supreme Court is the last resort of the rich com¬ 
mercial thief and the big political grafter. 

And onlv the grafter wlm slays a grafter has a standing whh 
onr Supreme' Court. If he repents arid gives bis "paLs" away, then 
our Wisconsin justice has no use fot him.

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PRIVATE PROPERH ARD 
THE RIGHT OF INHERITANCE 

Tniwlalid frocn tb* Fnach «l Jean Jtarat, by Mldred Miatatn Scott.

The Frendi law of inheritance has limited and regulated the full 
right of the individual to dispose of his property, not, it is true, for 
the benefit of the great community of workers and citizens, but fo{ the 
benefit of the small community of the family. It remains true, never¬ 
theless, that the laws governing inheritance, are a serious and. pro¬ 
found limitation of the right of the indht'duaJ over firivafe firoferty. 

, The civil code defines property as the right to dis(>ose of goods. 
An individual who has not full sovereign liberty to dispose of Ins 
possessions is not fully proprietor of then). Another power limits 
his right. 

VVell, French citizens cannot dispose freely of their possessions. 
They cannot transfer them by gift or legacy to anyone they please; 
the law of the State interferes to tell them to whom they must leave a 
part of them, and in what proportion. The individual is forced to 
preserve his possessions for the heirs designated by the law and in the 
order laid down by it. Article 731 of the Code says: "Succession is in 
the line of the children and descendants of the deceased, then his 
parents, grandparents and collateral relatives in the order and accord¬ 
ing to the rules liid down hereinafter." 

So it is not the private will of the proprielor that cliooses all 
those to whom his property shall pass. The state cliooses for him. 
Tl>e law of the state decides for him. And as property is defined, by 
the very terms of the Gvil Code, at the riglit to dispose of p<i>se.*sions, 
the state itself has a sort of proprietary ri^t in all the possessions of 
..,the citizens, since it substitutes itself for them in this very matter of 
the disposing of possessions. It does not keep them for itself; it 
hands them on to individuals. But it is the state, and not the owner, 
that regulates this transmission. It is therefore tlie state tiat acts as 
the proprietor in this affair. And the individual cannot elude the sov¬ 
ereign will of the state by any twist or turn. The state ix>t only decides 
to whom the property shall go in case the proprietor has died without 
giving definite directions, but the proprietor who is alive, in full pos¬ 
session of all his faculties, in full vigor, even he can only dispose of 
■ small part of his possessions. He can leave them and he can sell 
them, for sale is, after ail, only a transformation of pro|)crty; the 
seller receives full value in exchange for the object sold. Lease and sale 
modify the way in which the fruits of property are gathered or the 
form of the property. They do not change its essential character. 
They do not diminish its value, and consequently they do not interfere 
with the interest of the heirs designated beforehand by the state. 
But the thing’that the state refuses to allow the individual to do. is to 
give away his property to any other person than those it has selected 
beforehand as the fumre proprietors by inheritance. Or, rather, he 
can only give away a small part, narrowly limited by the law. 

Article 915 of the Civil Code says: "Gifts, whether made in the 
lifetime of the giver or by will, cannot exceed half the possessions of the 
giver, if he leaves only one legitimate child; one-third, if he leaves 
two children; one quarter, if he leaves three or more.” 

So that the private right of the French citizen over his property 
is strictly limited. The peasant proprietor may plead in vain tliat he 
has labored prodigiously to get a little fann, and that the property can¬ 
not be divioed up without losing much if not all of its value; that 
he would like to keep it all for one heir, jhe most economical, hard¬ 
working and efficient of all. The law, for more important reasons of 
social balance and equality, forces him to divide the little property 
that he himself, and he alone, has created nearly equally among all his 
children. The peasant proprietors of Normandy urg^ in vain upon 
the Constitutional Assembly and Legislative Assembly and the conven¬ 
tion, the Revolutionary Parliaments, the fact that the daughters of 
the family usually married to become part of another household, 
while the socu stayed at home and worked on the family farm, and 
that often the value' of the farm increased by the long and continued 
labor of the son, and that It was unjust to allow the daughters, at the 
death of the fa^er, to share in this increase of value, "rhe convention 
would not allow any exception to the law of domestic equality b> 
virtue of which It decomposed the property of the citizens, and the 
Gvil Code hardly any. A successful manufacturet today may desire 
in vain to leave the great industry he himself has created by his cour¬ 
ageous initiativa to one heir, capable, in his opinion, of carrying U on 
and enlarging it He is not the one to deciM; it is not his will that 
hat made the law; it is not he, the creator of this wealth, that can dis¬ 
pose of it as he dairet. The state intervenes and divides this prop¬ 
erty, called individual, according to the sovereign laws that it has laid 
down. 

How many times they say to us Sodalists; "Do you wish to treat 

f e la» and the hard-working man alike in your system of equality ? 
our Socialism is nothing but a premium on Uxiness." 

This is absurd; for in giv^ all the dtizent, all the workers, a col¬ 
lective j>roprietorsUp of the instruments of labor, we free the citizens 
irom the toll of the parasites, from the tribute levied by the laziness 
if the shareholder on the labor of the proletarian. But it it the bour- 
Meu law on inheritance, it Is the law made by the revolutionary 
bourgeoisie that could be accused of favoring laziness, since it assures 
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That oar readtrs may become acqualatcd with what coostitutes a bond 
we reproduce a copy herewith.

laziest, even th^ who might take advantan of thal heritage to lead 
a do-nothing life. It does not leave the fatnCT free to treat the sou 
who will use hisi iiilieritance as an instrument of hLir in a different 
way from the son who will use it as an instnimeut qf ‘elf-iudulgeiice; 
though tlw fatlier ha.s created tlie proiierty and Utoutfi lie has the daily 
opportunity of testing the character and capacity of his children. It 
allows him very little liberty in the matter.* 

Tlje revolution, wishing to bring about as much‘(quality within 
the family as possible, ha.s brushed aside all diffjcuUiti knd object ions. 
It has bound the hands of individual wills. It has tmadrd priv.ite 
property in the interest of society, to the end that weai;li may be more 
generally diffused. 

• • • 

Notice that the state does not differentiate in aai, way between 
different forms of property or pro|>erty acquired iindtr different con¬ 
ditions. It removes thqn all from the will of the individual, the 
right of the hidividual to bring them equally under the same rides of 
inheritance. 

One might stretch a jxiint and understand that, '(uiii the foinl 
of zVitc of private property, the law of the stale sin •ihl oblige the 
father to hand on to all his children that (lart of In* pro|tertv that 
he hint.self had received from his (larcnls. We sh'.-.dd tlien have a 
sort of hercilitary reserve funil. a family proiierty that the father 
would transmit as he had received it. lint how is it |*'**ildc. witlutut 
violating the |unclamrntal principles of prk'tile property, to refuse to 
allow to the father, and to the father alone, the full right t.> dis|io>c of 
that part of the property which the father himself ha* aci|uirrd, his 
own creation, the result of his own person.al struggle. jH-rhaps the 
one reward of a life used up by cares and labors? 

Well, the law iloes not regtird the question ju that light. It 
expropriates every French citizen of the right to di(|K -e of his posses¬ 
sions. no matter what they are. even those that are *till warm from 
the work of his own hand, .\rliclc 732 of the Gvil < 'hIc. w ithsort 
of impossibility and indifference that is the very tiegaiifti of the nghts 
of the individual, says the {..llowing: "The law take* no cogniz.ince 
of the nature or the origin ot property when it regulati* inheritance." 
How narrowly our coile snbnrdtnates the rights of the individnal to 
the rights of the family, the projH-rty of the individti.d to the pro|>- 
erty of the family, a profierty built ii|>-l)y the will of the st.itc! riic 
citizen is not bound as regards living children only.' It 1* not for them 
only that he must prc.serve his properly , which is llu ir* h\ anticipa¬ 
tion. He is toiind toward the whole succession of gciii ration*; die de- 
scemh-uits of "children that have died. ik> matter how tar removed, arc 
called uiyjn. to take the place of the heir as his rq>re-intalivi-s. The 
grandchildren ami great grandchildren inherit by kiglit. If death has 
wiped out the intervening generations. Kven if Ihr great grandsons 
have already inheritcrl enough from their father an<1 giamlfather to 
make them rich men, the great grandfather is botmd to reserve their 
share for them. So thal private pro|rcrty is weighted down by hravv 
obligations for the benefit of, the family from generali. 11 to genera¬ 
tion; it is inorigageil, with an everlasting imirtgagc to the profit of the 
most distant future. 

II. 

The Gvil (.'ode takes the most minute precaution* (.■• |iroteet the 
family proi>erty that is created by tlie law of tlie .slali' front the will 
of the possessing individual. It even goes to the lenglli of anmilliiig 
retroactively all Iraiisaclions thal miglit have infringol the rigiits of 
faniily property, which take precedence of the rights - f private prop¬ 
erty. 

For example, an individual, during liis lifetiyne. gives awav a 
part of his property. It may be that at that moment the portion of 
nis projierty given away is not grc.atcr than that he has a right to 
disiiosc of legally. Suppose, for instance, that he ha* three children, 
and he can therefore give away a quarter of his fortune, and he does, 
as a mailer of fact, give it away, and the person whoih.t* neriveil it en¬ 
ters into possession of that part of the prniierly that ha* Ix-en given 
him. Now suppose tliat the fortune of the giver dimiiii*lirs ami when 
he dies the donation that he made many years licfore has come to repre¬ 
sent more than the quarter of which he roiild legallyjdu|M>*e. The do¬ 
nation will be reduced to the legal proportion. 1 

Or. again, if a man gives away a third of his'fi'rmiir at a time 
when he had only two children. He could tlien Irgafty give awav one- 
third. Another child is born—he can now only gite away a quarter, 
Tlie deed of gift is now only worth that quarter, and even if the re¬ 
cipient has had possession of the property for years.shc has to submit 
to the reduction. .-'fiu'- 

Or, if a citizen gives away his fortune, at a time'when, having 
neitlier de.sccmlants or other relatives, he has to aubmit to the re¬ 
duction. 

Or if a citijien gives away his fortune at a tinir when, having 
neither descendants or oilier relatives, he has full rights over it. Hr 
then has children; the donation ha.s no legal value; Ae pro|)erty rights 
of the family have retroactive force_ over Ae acts the individ^l per¬ 
formed before its creation. Even if the man who received the prop¬ 
erty, real or personal, in gi»d faith, has disposed of it. even if he has 
sold the building he received, even if he has used the pro|)erty as a 
guarantee fo? the dowry of his wife, even then the deed of gift is can¬ 
celled ; all the acts depending on it are null and voi<l: the third per¬ 
son who had acquired the building is obliged to Mrrender it to the 
heirs, and the dowry of the wife of the man to whimi it was given in 
the first instance remains without a g^'rantee. Exerything is obliged 
to give way before the power of family rights,' ol faniily property 
set up by the Revolution above, the property of thaindividiial, the de¬ 
sires. contracts and rights of the individual. ^ 

It is necessary to read and meditate these ariiife of the Gvil Code 
in order to understand Ae full rigour of the law and its disdain for 
long-sAnding obligations between individuals when they cnnflici with 
a form of property that is superior to them. The* individual owner, 
Ae father, it watched over and hik hands are bound as if he was the 
usurper of his own property. It is alnmt as it hctoere a suspicious 
character, and every de^ of gift by which he parto'tfrmn a portion of 
his property, or attempts to part from it, is of the most fragile descrip¬ 
tion, and liable to be rendered null and void at' moment. And 
ail the business transactions that depend on the a^ of will by which 
he thought he was disposing of his property, no natter how remote 
it may be in Ae connection, are subject to the same limitations. 

Article 9ao of the Gvil Code says; "Deeds o£ 'gift, whether be¬ 
tween living persons or in a will, which exceed the anxiunt of Which 
the donor had a legal right to dispose, are to be reduced to that 
amount when the inheritance is divided op." 

Article 9ai; "The reduction of the d«^s of gift ran only be de¬ 
manded ^ those for whose benefit the law haa matk’ the resetvation, 
or by their heirs or representatives. _ The legatees and ereiitors of the 
deceased cannot demand this reduction, or profit Ihkrrhy." 

Article 922: "The amount of Ae reduction is d|etrrr.iinrd by mass¬ 
ing together all the property left by the deceased. " Tu this is added 
the property disposed of by deed of gift, taking a«6oiint of its condi¬ 
tion at Ae time of the pft and its lofue a/ the itath of the donor. 
The amount of which the testator coujd dispose, taking into consid¬ 
eration Ae number and quality of Ae heirs, is calcAtril on the basis 
of all Ais property, after the debts have been sofacfiariod." 

So. even if the gift made long before did^ 4 ot cxceei! at the 
time it was given the amoimt of which the testator.r.'uld dispose at 
his death, if ilnct Aen the value of tlie gift haa demised, the reduc¬ 
tion must atill he made. The calculation it based oa the value of the 

g ift at the death of the giver, 'and not at the time ef tlie donation. 

very deed of gift ii> Aerefore made under conditiop* of absolute un¬ 
certainty. . F 

Article 929 says: “The real estate to be tranfljffi'-d as an effect 
of the reduefion must be returned without debts'ok mortgage made 
by the receiver of Ae gift.” 

I recommend article 930 to those who are boan> by the super- 
itition of private property: "Suit for the reduction > f the gift or its 
return may be brought by Ae heirs aninst the third p-rsan> who may 
'be owners of the real esAte comprisenin the donatbn. o the same way 
and by the same proceednre that they may bring suit against the re¬ 
ceiver of the gift himself." " 

And what a power of retroactive force there fs m Article 960. as 
follows: 

“All deeds of gift of no matter what value or no matter wliat 
form made bypersons who had no children or desori ''rots living at 
the time of the donation, even if they are mutual and rcniimatory, even 
those made on the occasion of the marriage by per-iins other than 
tise parents or gradparents of Ae couple, or by & couple to each 
ot^,' fhall be cancelled fay the birA of a iegitsuiatr child of the 
donor, even if he ia posthumous, or by the legibmitimtiijn of a nat¬ 
ural diild by marriaige sriA the motner, if he ia born after the ilqna- 
tiOB.*’

.•\I 1 II wnai minute prc-cantions me law taxes against the possi¬ 
bility of fraud! The grandfather might be teniptetl to favor one of 
his grandchildren or one of his nephew-s at the expense of the otlirrs. 
And he might g-'ve that part of his possessions which he lias the 
right to will awiiy, either to one of hi.s chililrm or to rne of his 
brothers or sisters, with the proviso that it should He handed on to this 
or tlut grandchild or nephew. 

The law forbids this choice. .The stiarc given by the grandfather 
to his immediate descendants must afterward be divided equally 
among all the grandchildren. Articles 1048, 1049 and 1050 of the 
Civil Code leave no room for doubt.* 

Here is another curious property combination, the object fteing 
to protect the family property against the grasping hand of the indiWd- 
uai and against privuegc. Tlie father can dispose b)' law of a quarter 
of his fortune, or a third, according to the number of his chiidren. If 
h* feats the dissipation of his children, he may give this fourth or 
this third to them on condition tliat they hand it on intact to their 
children. So tliat this share passes over one generation without being 
apent by it, and is landed wboDy in tlie second genera¬ 
tion. Only this gi^ilkration must divide the .sum equally among its 
meltihers'.' The Uw_ undertake^ to "epnvey the pan of which the 
grandfather rould dispose to its destination in the second generation 
only on condition that it sliall he divided in equal 'portions among all 
the heirs of equal degree without disrrimination or privilege. So 
that wen the part not forced to treat according to tlie law of equal 
division as far as the first generation was roncemed falls under that 
law in the second. Tlie grandfather has the right to consider his 
grandchildren ; he has the right to see to it that a share of his prop¬ 
erty over which his children have no power shall pass to them 
through the intermediary of those children. But he only has the rigitt 
to consider his grandchildren, those that are born and those that are to 
be born, on condition of considering .them all eqtullr. elder and 
younger, bo)a and girls. I'nder these conditions the law will see to 
it that the grandchildren receive their share. It forces the parents to 
invert the mone^hat they are to hand on in real estate or .safe se¬ 
curities.They may enjoy the fruits of tlie property. Init tlicy 

may not touch the capital. .And this capital, when it is tianded 
over to the grandchildren, must be equally divided between them. 'I'he 
law makes an immense and subtle effort to preserve the family prop¬ 
erty that lias been founded and protected by the state, from all possible 
attacks of the individual.
